"THE-ART OF MODERN WAR... 


Mr, Jack ‘London, the war correspondent, 
sends an interesting and amusing article to his 
papers from Wija, in which he reasons that ‘as 
sthe machinery for killing improves; the chances 
of soldiers being killed decrease. Mr. London 
writes as follows :— ; : 


Long-range fighting is all very well. {t isa 
splen“id example of the extent to which man 
hns.risen above his natural powers and of the 
knowledge he has gained in flinging missiles 
through the air, It isa far cry from the sling 
with which David went into battle to the 
modern field gun; and yet, such is the paradox, 
the sling and hand-wielded weapons of David's 
time, expenditure ‘of energy taken’ into con- 
sideration, were a hundred or 80 times more 
deadly than are the civilised weapons of to-day. 
That is to say, the hand-wielded weapons of 
that ancient day more simply and immediately 
accomplished the purposes they were made to 
"serve: than do the weapons of to-day, Which 
is to say in turn, first, that the hand-wielded 
weapons killed more men, and, second, that 
they killed more men with far less expenditure 
of strength, time and thought, To kill men to- 
day requires harder work, harder thinking, 
harder inventing and longer time. The triumph 
of civilisation -would seem to be, not that Cain 
no longer kills, but that Cain has to sit dp 
nights scheming how he is to kill. 

Take the present situation on the Yalu. On 
one side of a river winding through a smiling 
valley are a lot of Russians,” On the other side 
are lot more Japanese, The Japanese wish to 
cross, They wish to cross in order to kill the 
Russians on the other side. The Russians do 
not wish to be killed, 80 they prepare to kilt 
the Japanese when they attenpt to cross. It is 
quite impersonal. They rarely see each other. 
To the right, on the north bank, are some Rus- 
sians who are hammering away’ at long dis- 
tance at some Japanese who are hammering 
back from the islands in the river, A Japanese 
batter on’ the south bank, to the right, begins 
flinging shrapnel into the Russian. Some four 
miles away to the left, at a diagonal course 


| across the river, a Russian battery shells this 


Japanese battery with an enfilading fire. This 
will never do, From the Japanese centre a 
battery shells the Russian battery. Nor will 
this do, either. From the Russian centre a 
battery begins hurling shells clear over a high 
mountain at the battery on the Japanese centre. 
The Japanese battery on the right ceases shell- 
ing the infantry on the Russian side, And so 
it goes, Russian left battery changing its fire 
to Japanese centre, Russian centre changing” 
its fire to Japanese battery. 

The net result of all this, measured in terms 
of killing, is practically nil, The thing effected 
was that each side prevented the other side 
from killing. The Russian right infantry was 
bent upon killing the Japanese infantry on the 
island. The Japanese right battery made the 
Russian infantry quit shooting and hunt cover. 
The Russian left battery mado the Jarsnars 
right battery anit srving to dill the Russian 
infantry. The Japanese centre battery made 
the Russian left battery quit trying to kill the 
Japanese right battery. And so on, and 80 on, 
in a sort of five-cornered duel, wherein many 
men and guns were engaged, much powder 
was burned, much intelligence exercised and 
nobody hurt. 

Of course, on the other hand, a tactical ad- 
vantage may have. been gained by the Japanese 
which strengthened their strategic movement, 
Now, what is a strategic movement? A strates 
gic movement, I take it, is the manipulation 
of men and war machinery io such a way as to 
make the enemy's position untenable. An 
untennb's position is one wherein the enemy 
must either surrender or be all k’lled. Bat no 
commander, unless he blunders, remains in an 
untenable position. He promptly gets out and 
hudts a position which {s tenable. With 
much strategical labour he may be driven 
out of this, when he seeks a third. This con- 
tinues not indefinitely, but until he is cornered 
in the last of all tenable positions possible for 
him to occupy. Then the original proposition 
is made to him, Surrender or be killed. Of 
course, he surrenders, It is the samo old time: 
worn proposition of the highwayman, “' Money 
or your life.” A traveller 60 addressed is usually 
in an untenable position, and very naturally 
yields up his money. A nation, when its 
army is finally caught in an untenable position, 
does just the same thing, yielding up either fat 
provinces, commercial privileges, or & money 
indemnity. A 

At least, this is modern warfare to the mind 
of the layman. Whether it be with small 
bodies-of men, large armies or groups of armies, 
the strategic ond. is the same, namely, to get 
men and war machinery in an untenable posi 


surrendered. Here, for instance, on the Yalu, 
aro two armies opposing each other. Tho 
Japanese army, by good strategy, may make 
the position of the Russian army untenable 
and compel it to fall back. A second Japanese 
army may land to the westward, somewhere on

The beaten 
army will merely rétire and the victorious army 
will occupy the field at about the same ‘rate of 
speed. It-will have dislodged the enemy by 
long-range fighting, and.theenemy, by the same 
long-range fighting, will prevent it from sweep- 
ing the field and making the defeat a crushing 
defeat, The beaten‘army’s position will have 
been rendered untenable, and it will retire to 
take up another and tenable position. Killing

What is called “stock 
fish” was quiet disregarded, No attention was 
paid to them, They are found in even greater 
quantities than the herring, They seem to be 
waiting for foreign enterprise, the same as cre- 
veter, crabs, and oysters, which are gathered 
only for the use ¢f the poor inhabitants of the 
seaports, .

Though the steamer was going at the speed of 
B miles an hour it took two hours to plough 
through the mass of dead (sh, which covered 
the water as far asthe eye could reach, The 
phenomenon has’ been attributed to the result 
of volcanic action, near or remote. 

One of the serious diawbacks‘to the fishery 
industry has been the cost of salt and the 
freight charges, The Government, however, 
has remedied the latter as far as it can. In 
three months of 1902 the Kaiserling Whaling 
Company took ¢7 wha'es, In 1903 the same 
company killed 80 in ten weeks along the Co- 
rean coast, The total number of Japanese 
fishing vessels plying their trade on the coast 
of eastern Siberia and in Corean waters is 
4,077, with 22,212 men, The catch of fish 
during the summer is estimated to be worth 
4,874,000 yen ($930,000). In the waters near 
Korsakofsk on Saghalin Island, the Japanese 
took in nearly three times more fish than. the 
Russian fishermen... In general the’ Japanese 
pbtain twice as much fish as the Russians. 
“The catch of the local salmon (kayta) is 
developing rapidly in the lower Amur fish- 
cries, The fisheries there that rented three 
or four years ago for less than $100 now 
yield to the Government over $5,000, There 
ayo aver 240 fisheries in the lower Amur, 
which employ over 2,009 lakourers. Rich coms 
panies own the bulk of the business. In some 
of the fisheries they salt down ‘800,000 ponds 
in‘a season of one and one-half to two months, 
The labourers work and live under the most 
unfavourablerconditions, no interruption is al- 
lowed, and fishing, cleaning, salting, and packs 
ing go on continually day and’ night. The 
lodgings of the men are only tents or huts made 
ofboughs, The fish keep fresh but twenty-four 
hours, and much ‘spoiled fish is salte dawn 
with the fresh. The stench of the average 
fishery is horrible and the condition.of the men 
wretched, There is no time fixtd for eating 
and the.men haya to eat white at: work. The 
geason of 1903 was: good in all parts and the 
price recelved steadily advanced, ‘One firm

in Germany, when, in January of 1y00, 
the British detained the Imperial mail 
steamer. Graera/ at Aden, and held up 
the Bundesrath and Hersoy of the’ same 4 
service on the South African coast. Thy 
proceeding, although justified, estranged the 
two peoples in a manner that augered ill for 
their future relations, and created a condi- 
tion of affairs resembling, in a minor degree, 
the position just placed befure Great Britain, 
The ss. General, with her passengers and 
cargo, was detained at Aden for a period of 
five days, whereas the Buadesrath and the 
Hersoy remained at Durban for twenty-four, 
and two days, respectively, The detention 
in cach instance, was as limited as circum: 
stances permitted, and the mails.were imme- 
diately transferred to steamers and cruisers 
procceding to the destination of the delayed 
ships. ‘The examination of the cargo, hastened 
by the express direction of the authorities, 
disclosed no contraband, and the Hritish-| 
Government were forced to face’ the enmity 
of a people quick to resent an intrusion on 
thejr privileges. Even a ready acquiescence 
in the suggestion for substantial compensa- 
tion and an official exchange of assurances 
for the future failed to placate the public 
and months clapsed before the effect of the 
incidert disappeared. ‘The demonstration 
of Germany under the circumstances was 
natural ; at the same time the provocation 
was infinitesimal compared to that which 
England has been subjected to at the hands 
of the ‘Tzar. Russia has seen—although 
somewhat late in the day, but timely 
enough to avoid furthey complications— 
that in the seizure of the British vessel she 
was evidently in the wrong, Our wire does 
not state that much ; it can, however, be sur- 
mised from the pledges which the Tzar’s 
Government has given to -the British re- 
presentations that a similar action would not 
occur, that the steps taken in regard to the 
Malacea were not quite in accord with ffrin- 
ciples. ‘The adjudication of the case of 
the steamer is not to be brought before 
a Prize Court. ° ‘This? in’. itself, must 
tbe taken as tantamount to-an admission’ 
that the seizure of the vessel was unlawful.

Capt. Davis, who 
is in command, und Who, as a matter of 
fact, was the only European abozird, at once |’ 
dropped anchor and'cuninenced an investiga - 
tion, A gale was blowing at the time and 
quite & heavy sea was ruaning so that to pre- 
vent the total destruction of the boat immediate 
action had lo be taken in face of the many 
difficulties whicl presented themselves. Quite 
a panic prevailed among the Chinese passen- 
gers, added to which was the fact that, 'at- 
tracted by the dense clouds of sinoke which 
rolled away tron the burning ship, swarms of 
junks and native boats appeared on the scene 
and the utmost difficulty was experienced io 
preventing the men from boarding the steamer 
and carrying off all they could find. “The fire, 
which seem) to have broken out amdny a 
quantity of jute, burned rapidly, and had it not' 
been for the energy of the skipper, who.rah con- 
siderable risk in quenching it, the Aoitin, for 
such is her new name, niust have been burned to 
the water'sedge. On one occasion Capt, Davis 
crawled in on top of the burping cargo with a 
hose, aud the native crew, becoming alarm. 
ed at the danger he was running, immediately 
yat hold of his heels and pulled him out on 
deck. He then got over the stern and put ie 
hose through one of the smatl ports and thus 
poured water oa to the flames.’ After working 
his level best for two or three hours he was 
rewarded by getuing the fire under and saving 
the ship, A lot ofthe cargo, however, had to 
to be jettisoned, and a lirge quantity of thal 
aboard was damaged by fire and water, The 
outbreak, which is thought to have been due to 
spontaneous combustion, was confined to the 
poop and the paup deck, while the lower hold 
was also burned, When all danger was over 
Capt. Davis braugh! his ship to this port, 
and I understand he will be leaving for Hong. 
kong where the vessel will be repaired.

GREATEST LIVING VIOLINIST. . 
——@——— 
DR, JOACHIM AND SIXTY YEARS OF 
ENGLISH MUSIC. « , 


On May 16th,-the greatest: living violinist 
was presented. with his portrait, painted by the 
greatest living portrnit-painter, Mr. Sargent. 
The. presentation was, made by Mr. Balfour, 
Prime Minister, at Queen’s Hall. Tt. was on 
May 27, (844, (writes Frank Merry, in the 
Daily Afatl) thas Master Joseph Joachim, aged 
thirteen, played the Beethoven concesto ata 
Phitharmonic concert conducted hy Mendels- 
sohn, Now, in May, 1994, the Joachim 
Quartet has ¢ mpleted its season of chamber 
concerts at St. James’s Hall, Between the two 
lies sixty years of English musical life, of 
which Joachin\has been a central and an hon- 
oured figure. hen the boy made his début 
music was different. ‘There was no’ Tschai- 


kowsky, or Wagner, or Queen's Hall. Men- 
delssohn, indeed, was the Wagner of his time. 
The brassy “Wedding March” had place in 
popular estimation of the present “ Ride of the 
Valkyries,” and the music to “Midsummer 
Night’s Dream” that of the “ Tannhivuser! 
overture and “Venusberg” music. Joachim’s 
first appearance, indeed, .was a liltle earlier, at 
Drary Lane Theatre; between the acts of 
“Bohemian Girl,” then the rage, The same 
programme included a pianoforte fantasia with 
orchestra, “Recollections of Ireland.”. What a 
mixture! 

To-day the advent of the Joachim Quartet fo 
London is a musical event of the year, St. 
James's Hall is turned upsde down for the 
occasion, A sort of scaffolding covered with 
red baize is erected in the centre of the hall for 
a platform, aod round this is gathered the 
flower of musical England to do homage to a 
great violinist. It is not a concert, it is a 
festival in his honour. And he oaly plays by 
way of acknowledgment; because he would 
rather not speak, and his violin expresses all 
he feels, 1 

From his youth up Joachim has been happy 
in his famous friendships with the great com- 
posers of his time. In early life he played duets 
with Mendelssohn, who taught him to love 
music entirely for itseli, From his friend Liszt 
he tearned to what a pitch t.e power of inter 
pretive art could be carricd, Dr, Jouchim’s 
generally unsuspected Jewish parentage ac- 


the publication of the latter's ‘Judaism in 
Music"—another great friendship sipped in 
the bud. The violinist’s lust noted friendship 
was for the towering figure of Brahms, and 
when he died Jaochim felt, ‘not for the first 
time, an irrevocable loss. 

The Ductor in appearance is remarkably 
English. Upon one of his visits here, a Lon- 
don hairdresser disputed with him as to the 
length of his locks, and endeavoured to clinch 
the argument as follows: " Well, sir, if you as 
an English gentleman would rather look like a 
German musician, | have nothing more’ to 
say i” 

He is a silent man. A noble head, grey 
with years, a face inexpressible as the sphinx, 
Alt he thinks, feels, is buried deep withia, 
How much that is, its utter stillness shows, He 
bends over his violin hke a cobbler over his 
last. Us face is hidden, but you hear the rich 
tones of the violin, and something moving 
catches youreye. [tis his leftband, What a 
marvellous thing itis! So deeply knotted, yet 
‘oo masterful fora claw. {1 is so instinct with 
life it seems 10 be a separate entity. It moves 
carefu ly of itself round the neck and finger- 
board, so slowly, so firmly and surety, lt 
has eyes hidden somewhere, so accurately 
does it select its place. Such a hand at one’s 
throat would not be nice, And how it grips! 
“ne cannot keep from looking at that hand, 

In spite of transcendenta' execution, Joachim 
has a'w ys been not the virtuose, but the artist, 
holding audiences by the entrancement of art 
rather than by the tricks by which the more 
executant seeks to cover'a shallow nousical 
«quipment.. What poor'little wicks they are, 
and how stale! There is the trick of harmonies, 
the pizz'cato trick, the trick of double-stopping, 
There is the trick of pose; of playing easy 
music with clenched teeth and air of tremend- 
ous exertion ; of finishing a commonplace ren- 
dering with a “commonplace spurt that never 
fails of its app'ause. How the concert-going 
innocent rises to the bait ard the knowing ones 
laugh in their’ sleeves!
